Origin of Blnze a Mystery But Gas 


Jet is Blamed by Owners—:5even 
Alarms Turned In, Wildcat Blows 
Twice and West Side Once. 


An early inotnlng flro in the base- 


ment of tho old .Masonic Tomplo, be. 
neath K. U. IIotr.cl'M meat market, 
did damage exceeding 53,000 
today. 


The blaze was n stubborn one for the 
llremon to light. The fact that there 
is no ontsld*,' entrance, to the collar 
complicated matters. for the dromon, 
who were forced to light their way 
through the dense smoko to 
reach 


the blazing portions of the cellar. Fire 
Chief Mitchell had to seek 
medical 


attention after the fire hecnuso of the 
sir.oko which Irritated his throat and 
made It Impossible for him to lalk 
for a time. Tho estimated losses are 
51,000 to L. P. Kuth and K. K. Dick, 
owncra of tho building: 52,500 to 1C. 
t'. Hetzcl and $100 to M. Ptiroli, who 
kept a frull stand In connection with 
the meat market.. Jim Pcrris, who 
conducts a slK> shining parlor 
ad- 


joining the meat market and In tho 
same building, escaped without loss 
trom cither Hro or smoke, 
although 


the plate glass door loading Into his 
stand was demolished by the firemen. 
Noncvof. those damaged would today 
state the amount their losses would 
reach and tho figures given arc simply 
estimates mudo by thonc who surveyed 
tho damage. 


Carl Bishop discovered

about 3:4n A. M. Bishop says he had 
smclled wood smoke 
slnco 
shortly 


after midnight., hut could not locate 
from whence It. came. Ho wa» In tho 
West Ponn rcHtaurant when tho odor 
of burning

nounccd that them •wyia uo question, 
hut that ll fire was burning somowhoro, 
lllshop ran to IJrlmstone corner and 
was then able to sco smoko coming 
from the front of the meat market In 
tho old Masonic Inillding. lie pulled 
Dox 111 and the (Ire department re- 
spondud quickly. In all seven alarms 
were turned In from tlio box on Brim- 
stone Corner: tho wildcat 
sounded 


twice and the West Side whlstlo onco. 
Despite this. It In stated by those on 
tho scene, tho turnout of firemen was 
slim. Several volunteers on this side 
of tho river and on the West Side re- 
ported for duty. 


When tho .'Iremcu arrived the meat 


market was filled with dense smoke, 
thn pungent fuinen forming a har- 
rier against which they were unable 
for some llttlo 
lime 
to 
overcome. 


Finally, by spraying water into tho 
room. It was possible for the men to 
crawl Into tho room a. suDlcU'iit dis- 
tance to out a hole through the floor 
and play a stream Into 
tho 
cellar. 


Another Hue was run through tho shoo 
shining parlor luid played into tho 
collar by means of a trap door. 
For 


moro than an hour tho firemen worked 
In tho • sickening smoko before the 
flames wore under control. 
It was 


about MO before the last'cmhcr wan 
extinguished. 


Tho cause of the fire Is In doubt. 


The owners of the building attribute 
It to n gas jet which they believe was 
loft burning In tlio 
basement. 
Mr. 


Ilctzol Is Inclined to blarnc the cause 
911 tho steam heater in the basement, 
tho only place, ho says, where any lire 
was burning. 
Mr. Het/.el stales no 


gas jet wns left burning last night. 


An. Investigation of the cellar this 


morning showed that the 
fire 
wns 


worst ovor the kottlo in tho roar of 
tho collar. 
Thoio hi .a gas jot ovor 


this kottlo which has no cap or other 
protection. All of the gas jets In the 
collar are without cups, mantels or 
other protection.
